Monument to the Late Emgeror Frederick
Unveiled at Woerth,

MANY NOTABLE GERMANS  PRESENT

Erccted on the Battlefield Where the
Decensed Particenlnrly Distlos=
guished Himself<Elnborate
Military Displny,

WOERTH, Buar-8aner, Oct. 18.—The em-
poror und empress of Germany, accompanied
by the ex-Empress Froderick and other mem-
bers of the Imperial fam'iy, as well a» many
ropressatatives of the difforant royal familles
ol the smpire, participated today In the cere-
monles attendant upcn the unvelling of the
Emperor Frederick monument on the battle-
field of Woerth, Thelr mujestion arrived al
the site shortly Before noon snd were recsived
by the movernor genernl of Alsace-Lorralne,
Prince Hohenlohe-Langenburg, who delivered
an address of weleome., Afier patriotic songs
stung by the Strashurg Choral socléty and a
stirring addrems from General Von Moschke,
the monument was unvellsd and was after-
ward lnspested by all the members of the im-
perial party. The coremonles were concluded
with a march past of the troops,

After the monumernt had been
BEmperor Willlam made a speech, In which
he thanked the ex-Bmpress Frederick, in
tho name of hin houne, for taking part In the
ceremonles, and urged bis bedarers ln the
presence of that equestrian statoe to stand
firm in order that with God's help we may
hold fast to what woe have won,*

The emperor eongluded by calling for cheers
for the ex-empress, and they were given with
enthusinem. The Imperial party then de
posited wresths on the monument

The following Ix the text of the emperor’s
spooch at the unveillng of Lthe sidtue of th
Inte Emperor Frederiek today:

LOOKING AFTER NEW CONQUESTS,

LONDON, Oct, 18.—The ultimatum which
Great Britain, according to a dispateh pob-
Hshed in New York tduy, has sent to the
king of Ashante ls not anything new., 11
was forwarded from London on September 8,
aud his terms places Ashante under Dritish
protection and establishes a resident British
commissioner In that country. A British
mission, bearing the ultimatum to Coomassie,
lef the Gold Const September 26, and the
king was given until October 31 1o reply.

The governor of the Gold Coast for some
time past has been preparing to send an ex-
pedition to Qoomnssle, should sueh a step
turn out to be necessary. The king of
Ashante, ae widdly pulilishied for wonths past
Is alleged to have violated certaln ireaty
ohiligativns with Great Dritain by the contin.
wance of the practice of human sacrifices
and also, it Is elatmed, by hampering and
attheking pelghboring tribes under Britisgh
protection, ete, The trouble |18 of long stand-
Ing, and a month ago several envoys from
the king of Ashante arrived In London to
negotiate with the British government direct,
but they have not been recelved here, and
have been Instructed (o address thelr com-
municationg through the govérnor of the
Gold Coast, who I8 the proper representative
of the British government to receive them.

“The matter wis practically settled when
I left the United States. Personally, T am
glad that it has been so easily and quickly
setiled. We had & pleasant and uneventful
voyuge, and T am glad to be back in Bng-
land, '

Japanese Minister to Washington Talks on
Affairs in the Far East,

ARE SIMPLY PROTECTING THEIR OWN

Molntennnee of Troops In the Her-

mit Kingdom n Neceossity in
the Present Tarbulent
Condition,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18, —Minister Kurino
of Japan consented today to be Interviewed
as to the recent stirring events in Corea at-
tending the disappearance of the queen and
the reporied significance of the rouble In
showing Japan's purpose to establlsh & pro-
tectorate over the hermit kingdom

“Jupap lhns no purpose whatever of es-
tablishing & protectorate over Corea,” sald
the mintgter. “This can be siated with ab-
solute positiveneas, The treaty of Ehimon-
ealkl, signed by Japan and China, recognized
the complete independence of Coren, and the
Japanese huve fully compliod with the letter
and spicit of that tremty, The Japinese sol-
divrs in Coren are, therefore, there for police
purpose® only. They do not constitute an
army of occupation or eonguest, and no slg-
nifleance can be attachied to their presence
excapt that Japan I8 desirous of protecting
her eltizens In Corea.

“The Japanese dre so numerous ln Corea
that our government suggested the privilege

by trealy of mainthin'ug an armed force
there o8 o mesne of protection, A tresty (o
this effect was made, =o that Japanose rol-
diers are In Corea under a treaty. This step
was A  pusitive ntecessity on the part of
Japan, The Japanese residente and mer-
thanis In Corda conld not be protected in

their teade or perscos by the weak and in-

adequate police and military authoritles of
Corea. The local force [k antiquated, and
the officlals have no comprehension of the

protection due ta foreign interests. If. there-
fore, the Japaness were to be protected at
all, It had to be done by their own soldiers,
and to this Cores assented,

“The nesd of this prolection has been
shown in miny ways of late, In one In-
stance the local offeinls prohibited the ex-
port of corn, rice or beans.  This cansed great
logs to the Japanese merchants engaged in
that trade, The probibition was directly
contrary to the treaty with Japan,

“The prohibition was dircetly contrury to
the treaty with Japan, which stated there
shauld be no prohibitlon except in oise of
short erops in Corea, and It was put into ef-
fect when there were bountiful erops., But
the Coreans, having no regard for treatios,
stopped the grain export. Later they agreed
to pay $14.000 Indemnity for the damage to
Japanese merchants, but the treasurer was
uniable to pay. In another instance they pro.
hibited the export of a root which Is a large
articles of commerce,

“These acts would not be so irritating if
they wore not acoompanied with cledr evi-
dence of corruption. The officials are ready
to withhold the prohibitions for a cash con-
sideration, and not getring this the restrie-
tien 1s hmposed, causing an attendant loss to
Japanese merchants Under such elreum-
stanees Me need of gelf-protection s evident,
und the policy of Japan in securing order,
honesty and falr dealing 15 of as much Inter-
est and benefit to the rest of the warld as it
Is to Japan. Our people have been hopeful
that Coren could be placed on the road to civ-
Hization, that her commerce coild be opened
with the rest of the world, and Japan's entire
interest in Corea Is te help along this civil-
Izing process,

"Coneerning the reeent upriddng,* eontinusd
the minister, “éfforts are made now to show
that Japan inspired it and was responsible
for the death of the queen, If she really s
depd,  But there I8 no evidence of this., On
the contrary, It wonld seme Inexplicab’s that
the Japanere offcials at Toklo—men of sa-
gacity and Intélligence—would countenance,
mineh less encourage, such 4 blcody pre dure,
They woulil have Known its fathl conspe-
quences.  In fact, all the evidence shows. that
the Japanese troops were used to preserve
order and restore peace. -

“It has been aeserted as an evidence of
Japanese enmity to the queen that Prinee
Pak of Coren, who fled from the country be-
cause of Mg difference with the queen and
came to the Unlied States, was on close terms
of intimacy here with me In Washington,
This 15 false; I have never seen Prince Pak
slice he came here. 1 have no communica-
tion, direct or Indirect, with him. There ap-
pears to be much misapprehension,' sald the
minister o concluston, “as to the Corean
rulers belng favorable to' Japan. It s true
the gqueen was unfavorable to the modern re-
forma urged by Japan, but the Tal-Wot-Kun,
who has suecesded her, Is an old man of
great years, with antiguated ideas opposed to
reforms,  His ascendancy, therefore, 18 no
giln lo the Jupanese, showlng there could
have been ne reason for the deposition of the
queen so far as Japan I8 coneerned. The king
18 the one who tad been regarded as friendly
to Japan, but he has been a silent and weak
power. More thon all else,” added the min-
Ister, “1 wish (o emphoasize the fact that
Japan has no purpose to establish a protector-
ate over Corea, nor has it any ambitious pro-
Jects in that country,'”

orders at Seoul, the capitul of Corea. It Is

added that the Jopanese minigter assured the
Russlan governmen! that the culprits would
be punished. But Rusela Is sald (o have re-
plied that she will be foresd In consequence
of the riots to take the steps neccssary to
prozerve order and to make the Corean gov-
ernment indepsndent of forsign Interfercnce,
Tho dispatch continues: “As to the csurke
proposed, Hussia will do her duty, whalevar
Is entailed, without stopping to inguire
whether other powers like 1t or do not like
It. She will never abandon Corea, and will
protect her against all encroachments,”

Of the
volil-lnden vessels coming héra 20 per cent
has been offered for reinsurance op the
Nordlyset and Casabonin, bound from Gluk-
gow; 10 per cent on the Willilam F. Bab-
cock, from Liverpool, and the Duchess Anne,
from Hullk The Nordlyset is out only 120
diays and the Coasabonla but seventy-elght.
The Babcock is 104 days out and the Duchess
elpbty-six.

After showing by the
publication of lettors, covering period of
yeanrs of close politieal and personal nssocla-=
ton, that Mr., Garfleld was in reality his
pelitical protege, Mr. Sherman glves in de-
tall the history of the pationnl convention
of 1880, Fallowing the nocounit of his own
strugglo for the nomination, he nayveE: “In
timo 1 became thoroughly advised of what
occurred shothp Chicago convention, and had
bécome entle & roconelled to  the  result,
thongh frequently atterward 1 heard incldents
and detalis which ocoasloned me great pain
and which secimed 1o establish the want of
einesrity on the part of the delegates and
tended 10 whow that before the moeeting of
the conventlon the nomination of General
Gerfleld hatd been agreed upon.”

The sting felt by Garfleld's defection in
1880 {8 Inndvertently shown by a sentiment
expressed durlng the discussion of the na-
tional convention of 1802, where the senator
remarks: “From later developmants 1 becama
satisfied that Harrison conld not be elected
and that Platt and a powerful New York
influence would defoad him if nominated. I
therefore preferred the nomination of & new
man, such as William McKinley, but he had
committed himself 1o my nomination, and,
according to my code of honor, ecould not ace
cept a nomination, even If tendered him,"

WHY HE WAS LEFT OUT,

When It was remembered that Blaine wan
alio a candldate for Lthe prosldency befors
the conventlon that nomineted Garfleld, the
significance of the following explanation on
the purt of Senhtor Sherman of why he was
nat reappointed by Presldent Garfield as
secrotary of the treasury s readily undor-
ftood, “In the latter part of November,
1850, General Guarflold came to Washington
and callod wpon Mr. Blalne, who, It Wwas
understood, was to he seoretary of state,
Garfleld came to my houss directly from
HBlalne's and informed me he had tepndered
that office to Blaine and that It was accepted,
He sald Blalne though it wounld not be politioe
to continue me ag secretary of the treasury,
as 1t wonld be regarded ax an unfriendly
digerimination by other mombers of Hayes
cablnet, T promptly replled that 1 agreed
With the opinion of Blalne and wis a can-
didate for the senate.

Agaln the author reverts to the Chlcago
convention In discussing the charscter of
President Garfleld,  Of his pergonality and
cloquence he speaks in the highest terms,
His will power, he says, was nol up to his
personal moagunetism, He adds that his
opinion changed easily. In this conneetion
he says: ““When I proposed to him 1o be &
delegate at large to the Chieago convention,
he nc doubt moeant in good faith to support
my nomination.*

HARRISON NOT A PARTY TO IT,

Something of the political scheming
that  again resulted in  the de-
feat  of the Ohlo statesman in the
national conventlon of 1888 and brought
about the nomination of ex-President Har-
rison, can easily be read betwean the Hpes
in that part of the work devoted to this
struggle. In dscunsing  the result, Mr,
Sherman says ho became satisfled one dele-
gate from New York controlled the entire
delegation from  that ofate, and between
Saturday night, when the nomination seemed
to go to Slherman, and Monday morning,
when the tide turned In fuvor of Hirrison,
A curenpt bargain was made in the interests
of the latter, which secured him the support
of New York, snd gave him the nominae-
Lion.

Continuing the asuthor states In falrnese
to the ex-president: *'Hut it Is to the credit
of Geoersl Harrlson to soy that If the re-
